FIRES IN II. S. 


NEW YORK, S«pt. 26.—(IN S)— 
Every 46 m inutes of the flay and 
night, a human being Is burned to 
death in the U nited States, accord­ 
ing to a bulletin Issued here by the 
Henry Klein research laboratory, 
urging 
universal 
observation 
of 
Fire Prevention week, October 5 
to IX. 
“Every four m inutes a home 1s 
swept by flam es some«*here In this 
country,” the bulletin 
sets forth, 
“while every day, on an average, 
five churches, 10 public buildings, 
including schools, 114 farms, three 
wood-work ing 
plants, 
five metal 
w orking 
establishm ents, 
seven 
clothing factories, and six food and 
food product* 
plants 
suffer 
de­ 
structive fires. 
"The im portance of Fire Preven­ 
tion week is spurring the public 
to Increased vigilance against the 
hazards of conflagrations is appar­ 
ent from the fact that fires will 
take 10,000 lives before the end of 
1930, of whom 3,000 « ill be 
chil­ 
dren under the age of 10. Fire will 
result In a property loss of half a 
billion dollars this year — a sum 
sufficient to pay for the building 
of Brooklyn bridge and to buy and 
run over It a stream of automo­ 
biles more than a thousand m iles 
long. 
“Most fires are of a preventable 
nature If care and precaution* are 
observed. The subject of fire pre­ 
vention is one which I* engaging 
increasing study by expert* In la ­ 
boratorio» «nd science has come to 
the aid of hom e owner* and busi­ 
ness men by perfecting a process 
for rendering wood 
flame 
proof 
and fire resistant. 
Treated under 
this new flam e proof process, wood 
Is more effective In resisting fire, 
smoke, and poison gases than any 
other building material. 
Experts 
believe the possibilities of reducing 
fire losses through this 
discovery 
are Infinite.”

— A 
great 
wav» ef optimism is sweeping over 
Brftofa w ith regard to tbs 
future 
trade outlook. 
Despite the fact th a t unemptoy- 
m ent figures are still growing, the 
opinion la being expressed 
every­ 
where th a t the w orst has been paus­ 
ed and th at the immediate future 
looks bright. 
'"British Industry !■ now a t the 
beginning of a new period when. 
If properly guided, it should have 
before it a future of real expan­ 
sion, Britain has now an opportun­ 
ity to draw level again with the 
United States and Germany, 
but 
urgency and a well-defined 
policy 
are required." 
These conclusion» are 
expressed 
In an international survey of trade 
conditions Issued by the economic 
and statistical departm ent of the 
B ritish Electrical and Allied Manu­ 
facturers* Association. 
Conditions necessary for 
trade 
•revival are defined in the survey, 
as: 
The abolition off Reparations and 
the resumption of foreign 
lending 
on a large scale by 
the 
United 
States and France which, between 
them, have absorbed the equivalent 
of tb s world’s gold production since 
January, 1929. 
Co-ordination 
between 
produc­ 
tion, capital and distribution. 
Imperial. Rationalisation, by 
co­ 
operation w ith the Dominions 
In 
research, scientific 
development, 
and m anufacturing enterprise. 
"The only hope for prosperity In 
Great Britain," it is added, "is to 
be found ih the recognition of the 
fact th at some form of control Is 
necessary, either 
through 
fiscal 
'policy, or through Imperial ration­ 
alisation." 
The actual background of this, 
and many sim ilar trade reports. Is 
th a t the m ajority of people In B rit­ 
ain. believe that 
a 
Conservative 
Government will be back in power 
next year and that the keynote of 
Its policy will be fiscal co-opera­ 
tion with the British 
Dominions 
and a heavy Import, duty on 
all 
m anufactured imported goods. 
B ut there are other factors which 


lead Britain to believe 
th at 
the 
long-awaited trade revival 
Is 
at 
hand. 
T he first Is the belief th at the 
results of the American Stock Ex­ 
change smash last fall 
are 
now 
being overcome. 
Then there Is the fact th at con­ 
ditions in India and Egypt are 
definitely on the upgrade; 
whilst 
the conclusion of the debt negotia­ 
tions with the Soviet may lead to 
an enormous increase In trade with 
th a t country. 
It is also pointed out th at Mexi­ 
co, for years a storm 
eei^er 
of 
political disturbance', seems to be 
settling down to Industrial, recu­ 
peration. 
H er great oilfields, until recently 
moribund, are now producing, un­ 
der British, adm inistration, ever- 
increasing quantities of petroleum, 
while the resumption of payment 
on external loans will, alone, 
put 
another $15,000,,Oft® yearly into the 
pockets of British Bondholders. 
And then there 
is 
the 
recent 
great development in British pos­ 
sessions. Northern 
Rhodesia 
will 
shortly produce sufficient copper to 
make the British Em pire indepen­ 
dent of supplies from other sources. 
The* Mount Isa mine in Queensland 
is expected shortly to supply the 
British. Empire w ith its entire zinc 
supply; great gold mines are now 
being developed in W estern Aus­ 
tralia and New Guinea. 
All these factors are helping In 
the anticipated great trade revival 
but the last Item, Is the growing 
feeling of confidence In the near 
future which, 
is 
spreading 
over 
Britain, and which is leading to an 
enormous expansion 
of 
credit— 
and thereby enterprise.

line In the country In a saloon car 
Riving the young proletarian dic­ 
tatorship advice about Improving 
Its railroad system. 
This man was Ralph BuM , pres­ 
ident of the Great Northern rail­ 
road. 
He was advertised as an 
engineer and a specialist. 
But one 
day on the trip, while Budd was 
stooping over a grimy section of 
the roadbed explaining' to Russian 
engineers and workmen that 
the 
sleepers were too narrow and not 
thick enough, a locomotive engineer 
whispered to another American: 
“Do you mean to tell me that 
Meester Bood was once a locomo­ 
tive driver like myself?" 
"Of course. 
Why do you, ask?" 
the American replied. 
“Because he Is now a big capital­ 
ist and specialist.” . 
And then this 
Soviet engineer revealed the all- 
to-eommon misinformation preva­ 
lent In Russia that only under the 


Soviets can proletarians rise above 
their born level, while In capitalis­ 
tic countries the workmen are held 
down. 
He also could not recall a 
Russian engineer In the old days 
ever getting his hands dirty, to say 
nothing of a railroad president ever 
Stopping to talk to common labor­ 
ers. 
“In the old days,” the Russian 
engineer 
continued, 
“specialists 
came into 
the 
roundhouse to in­ 
vestigate a locomotive repair Job 
dressed in white uniforms and white 
gloves, carrying a roll

This carpet was 
then rolled out on the floor of the 
pit and the specialists lay on it 
while examining the underside of 
the locomotive.

I believe th at while children are 
born with a set of traits, some more 
positive than others, they m ust de­ 
pend upon their Invironment tor the 
development or the suppression of 
those characteristics. 
I believe too, th at it is usually 
possible to suppress any character­ 
istic if the force of the environment 
is strong enough. Good 
gift* and 
bad were wished upon the children 
at their birth but there la always 
the hope of growth. 
Now if a child was born with a 
tendency to fear, it is possible to 
strengthen either his courage or his 
fear by using his environment. By 
environment 
I mean every force 
that touches his life, sky and earth 
and w ater and all th at dwell there­ 
in. If the surrounding* of the home 
are three tening. lf there are people 
—parents and relatives and friends 
included along with the teachers.— 
who make a child afraid, tear grows 
strong and courage fades away. 
If a child has & hidden physical 
defect, hidden because we have not 
the skill to read the sign* correctly, 
all sort* of 'trouble arise. Pilfering, 
lying without rhyme or reason, lazi­ 
ness when every incentive to work 
has been offered, waywardness in 
every *ort of form,—all have a deep 
cause usually In the physical being. 
The doctor* are only 
beginning 
to search this field. Some of them 
are very skillful In it now and they 
can be found in the clinic and chil­ 
dren’* 
hospital*. 
Their 
service 
should be enlisted for th* children 
who are falling. They m ust be .ask­ 
ed to discover the deeper causes of 
the deficiencies and failure*. 
Poor 
vision, poor hearing, a bad tooth, a 
gland out of order any physical de­ 
fect th at Is permitted to exist for 
any length of time will cause poor 
behavior. 
Then instead of asking w hat pun­ 
ishment can be measured out to 
fit the needs of the erring child, let 
us seek for the deep cause of his 
behavior. It Is not enough to say he 
is stupid, lazy, Inattentive, disobe­ 
dient, A label never cures a defect. 
Indeed it* weight tells heavily on 


the other side. Tagging a child to 
my way of thinking, is an evil deed. 
When I ask you to search for the 
deep cause of children's conduct I 
am not thinking of childish pranks, 
fun and mischief. I am thinking of 
the very serious defect* of charac­ 
ter th at appear during late child­ 
hood and early adolescence. 
Con­ 
sider these gravely and never rest 
until you have 
exhausted 
every 
source of Information and help. For 
every result there is a cause. Find 
it. If you can help the condition do 
so. If not adjust yourself and the 
child to It while there is time.
